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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-8 remain for examination wherein claim 1 is amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The rejection of Claims 1- 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,071,606 to Yamazaki et al., in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,897,958 to Yamada et al. as general set forth in the first office action mailed 
11/21/2006 stands. 

The text of those sections of title 35 US Code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office Action.

Response to Amendment 

Applicants' amendments to the Claim Objections, filed on 04/18/2007 are 
acknowledged. As such, the objections to the claim 1 set forth in the First Office Action 
are withdrawn.

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 04/18/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Therefore, the grounds of rejection for claims 1-8 as indicated In the first 
Office Action stand. 
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Regarding claims 1-8 . first, the applicant argues that the binder is TiOxCnHm not 
Ti02. The Examiner respectfully submits that in claim 1 , the binder Is " fomned of a 
hydrolysis-condensate of a titanium alkoxide". In response to applicant's argument that 
the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., TiOxCnHm) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Second, Applicants argue that references '606 and '598 are not combinable. The 
Examiner respectfully submits that both '606 and .'598 drawn to titanium oxide sol. And 
'598 discloses that titanium oxide made form titanium alkoxide acts as binder to bind 
titanium oxide particles together (col. 7, lines 19-23 and lines 45-46) and the titanium 
oxide as a binder is compatible with the anatase titanium oxide and at the same time it 
provides high catalyst activity, and also the film made from such sol mixture has high 
stability and durability (col. 6, lines 47-52).
